Constant shallow cultivation is practised alter the 
tobacco plants are set out until ihcy have reached a size where further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the roots. The plant, in its 
early stages is liable to injury from the attacks of the tobacco worm and other 
tea which commit great devastation in the crops.

SECOND YEAR STUDENTS ARE PUNISHED; 

ARE FINED FDR RECENT DISTURBANCES 

The imposition of a fine of one dollar upon every member of the Second Year of the Univer- 
sity, exclusive of the Faculty of Law, is the ruling of the Committee of .Morals ami Discipline re* 
gardiug the student disturbance of October 19. The ruling was issued last night by Dr. Charles E. 
Moyse, chairman <>f the committee, and reads as follows: — ■ 

"As ilie students of the Second Year are admittedly the aggressors in the disturbance of the 
19th of October last, which resulted i" illegal occupation of, and damage to, College property, and 
tilso in wholesale abstention t>n thai day from lectures in the first two years in the Faculties of 
Arts, Medicine and Applied Science, the Committee on .Morals and Discipline has decided to in- 
fliei a penalty on the Second Year only, and to fine every studeut of that year, whether under- 
graduate, conditioned or partial, the sum of one dollar. As the students of the Faculty of Law de- 
clinetfcto organize themselves either in conjunction with the students of the other Faculties, or 
separately, the Committee on Morals and Discipline has decided to exempt them front fine 

The Committee on Morals and Discipline cannot but view wholesale abstention from lectures 
as a grave misdemeanour, involving, as ii dois. ;i serious infringement of essential relations which 
oitsrhi to subsist between the staff and the students of a University, 

■'In determining the amount of the fine, the Committee on Morals and Discipline has home 
in mind that the request of the higher authorities of the University, which was conveyed to the 
students nf the Second Year by the officials of the Students' Council, that the disturbance in- 
stantly cease, was at once complied with. » 

"The suggestion, made by the Students' Council, thai offenders should be punished by be- 
ing marked abseul for a certain proportion of lectures in their respective courses is not feasible 
because the 'one-eighth rule 1 is not enforced in the Faculty of Medicine. For the assistance once 
more given to it by the Students' Council, the Committee on Morals ami Discipline de"sires to ex- 
press its sincere thanks. 

"The fine is t.- be paid at the Dursnv'* Office al any time not later than Nov. 13th, inclusive. 
Any student of the Second Year who has not paid the fine at the expiry of that date will have 
his nam.' .struck out of (he class-lists of the Faculty to which he belongs.

DOUBLE COURSE STUDENTS AND THE C. 0. T. C. 

Double course students in the University have been agitating 
since the beginning of the year concerning the regulation requiring 
them to take drill. At one time it was rumored that a petition was 
to be presented to the authorities in regard to the matter, with a view 
of exemption for those who were combining their Arts course with 
one in Science or Medicine. This was not done for some reason or 
other, with the result that dissatisfaction was somewhat prevalent 

The O. O. T. C. seems to have suddenly discovered that this 
discontent existed. Why such an important question should have 
been allowed to hang fire so long without some definite statement 
from Ihose in charge is a matter of re^rtt, boHi from the standpoint 
of the men directly concerned, and of the C. O. T. C. The policy 
of the latter body seems to have been one of watchful waitiug,— a 
policy which is apt to breed suspicion of the good-will and fairness 
of the organization pursuing it. "When the announcement that drill 
would be compulsory was first made there was a certain amount of 
dissatisfaction amongst those who were affected by the ruling, and 
those having the conduction of the arrangements in their hands 
should have seen to it that the position of every student in the Uni 
versity was clearly defined, before calling the first drill. It will be 
remembered that two other matters conflicting with the smooth 
working of the C. O. T. C. arrangements cropped up at the begin- 
ning of the session in regard to the students of the Faculty of Law 
This situation was cleared up in a very satisfactory and expeditious 
manner, and why the case of the double course men, which was much 
more widely commented upon about the college, did not come in for 
the same treatment is somewhat peculiar. 

On the other hand it did not seem to occur to the double course 
men that it would not be fair to exempt them from drill unless they 
had put in a certain amount of training in the past, in fact, they 
seemed to think that the drill was a special form of inflicting on them 
a wholly undeserved punishment. This idea was somewhat general, 
but the reason for its existence is beyond the average man's concep 
tion. "While technically speaking the resolution, as passed by the 
Corporation of 4he University gave a loop-hole to these men, yet it was 
plainly evident that the spirit of the ruling was to have students, 
with the exception of the senior years, take a course in military train 
ing. 

However, the final announcement appears to-day, and it is to be 
hoped that the question is settled for all time. Exempting men who 
have had three years' training puts them on a basis of service, which 
is the natural one to be expected from any military organization.

That the war has hit sports hard at the Canadian Universities, 
Bo hard, in fact, that it is now well nigh impossible to properly run 
the different activities connected with college life, requires no prov- 
ing. This is to some extent due to the fact thnt practically all the real 
leaders in student life arc to be found in khaki. Then, too, the at- 
tendance has been so depleted by the smallness of the. incomir ;

There are a few, however, on 
which we may count for some' measure of their old time prominence, 
and these will, of course, need a great deal of encouraging even at 
that, to be able to continue at all. Perhaps the worst blow that could 
come to what little is being carried on was handed out by the an 
thorities in Science and Arts, when they refused attendance to the 
men who took part in the football games of the inter-faculty series. 
It seems rather strange that they should take that attitude in spite of 
the strenuous efforts used to start something to relieve the monotony 
of what promises to be a very quiet year. There is no reason why the 
University should not make an effort to help out the plans by grant- 
ing a few of the concessions heretofore made.

"While writing this I am at the bot- 
tom of a deep (Jermnn dug-out, not 
suffering from shell-shock, but keep- 



ing out of the rain and trying to be 
comfortable under very adverse cir- 
cumstances. I am literally In a hole 
In the ground, and fifteen to twenty 
feet below the surface. Unfortun- 
ately, though Fritz is an Indefatig- 
able worker, he was not left In occu- 
pation of this trench long enough to 
finish the dug-out.

As previously announced through 
the columns of The Dally, the first oi 
a series of Moot Trials to be held by 
t) c Undergraduates' Society of the 
Faculty of Law, will take place neat 
Monday evening at 8.80 p.m., at which 
Mr. Justice Qreenshlelds will preside. 

The Common Room of the Law 
Chambers in the Arts Building ha* 
been decided upon, by the commutes 
In charge of the arrangements, as be- 
ing the best place to convene the 
court. The Common Room has been 
selected mainly because Its furnish- 
ings are well adapted for a court, 
ttereby obviating the necessity ot 
erecting a daiB, in legal language 
styled "The Bench,"— from which tho 
learned Judge will dispense Justice. 
Also Ihe students of the Faculty of 
Law are more at home In their own 
quarters than unywhere else. 
The Issue of the trial will, in a mod- 
erate manner, create a Certain amount 
ol jurisprudence, "Cum grano Sails," 
sus the legal aspect of the particular 
point at issue has never been before 
the courls of the Province until very 
recently, and as a matter of fact 
Judgment is still pending. The 8o- 
cltty is indebted to Mr. Justice Qreen- 
shlelds for supplying the nice, but yet 
naughty query.

16) — Be attentive, ready and alert 
to obey and Intelligently carry out 
any and all orders. 

(7) — Respect must be shown to of- 
ficers and N.C.O.'s at all times. 

(8) — By your own example and con- 
duct prevent others becoming inatten- 
tive and slovenly and so retarding 
your own advancement and the effi- 
ciency of your section and company. 

(9) — Be prompt and regular on par- 
ade and see that others are. im-i 
iKrlty means Inefficiency and retards 
the progress of others. Any man late 
for parade loses his attendance. 

EACH MAN MUST TAKE A PER. 
.SONAL PRIDE IN THE BATTALION 
AND BY HIS OWN ENERGY AND

Saluting in Uniform. 

(1) — All officers of the McQill Bat- 
talion and of all other units when in 
uniform or when recognized must be 
given a salute. , 

(2) — WHEN PASSING an officer 
salute properly utul smartly with the 
hand further away und turn the head 
and eycB in his direction. Salute on 
tho third pace before reaching him and 
lower the hand on the third puce af- 
ter passing him. When carrying a 
cane or small parcel place it under 
the arm nearer the officer before sa- 
luting. If two or three men are pass- 
ing an officer the time Is taken from 
'the man nearer the officer. 

WHEN CARRYING A RIFLE NEV- 
ER SALUTE TO THE FOREHEAD, 
BRING THE HAND TO THE SMALL 
OF THE BUTT. 

(3) — IF STANDING when an offi- 
cer passes turn towards him, come to 
attention and salute with the right 
hand at three paces distance. If car- 
rying a rife stand at attention only; 
do not salute with the hand. 

(4) — When approaching to speak to 
an officer salute and halt at two paces 
distance. If at the slope remain so 
unless detained by the officer when 
arms may be "ordered." Before mov- 
ing off or returning to the ranks a 
salute must be given. 

(5) — When appearing before an of- 
ficer In a room a salute must be giv- 
en, but the headdress must not be re- 
moved. Never salute when in the 
ranks. If spoken to by an officer 
come to "attention." 

(6) — If standing without a head- 
dress or when holding anything which 
prevents a proper salute, turn to- 
wards the officer passing and come 
to attention; If walking turn the 
head slightly towards the officer In 
passing. 

(7) — If two or more men are sitting 
or standing about, the senior non- 
commissioned officer or oldest soldier 
will face the officer, call the whole 
to attention and alone will salute. 

(8) — The headdress Is always remov- 
ed in places of worship and civil 
courts, except In the latter case with 
a party under arms. 

T9) — The headdress must not be re- 
moved when acknowledging an ac- 
quaintance; salute with the hand. (Do 
rot take your hat off to ladles when 
in uniform). 

(10) — OFFICERS MUST PROPER- 
LY ACKNOWLEDGE A SALUTE, 
BUT THE SENIOR OFFICER PRES- 
ENT ALONE RETURNS THE SA- 
LUTE. 

(11) — Individual men meeting or 
passing a battalion or regiment must 
halt and salute the Commanding Of- 
ficer, and the colors, if uncased. Simi- 
larly the body at a military funeral. 

••lutins When in Civilian Clothes. 

(1)— All members of the Battalion 
must touch their hat when meeting 
cr passing the Commanding Officer of 
the Battalion. No salute need be giv- 
en to an officer except on the parade 
ground or in the armory.

Tho address on "Bombing in the 
Front Line Trenches" last evening, at 
the Canadian Society of Civil Engin- 
eers, by Captain Q. L. Dobbin, prov- 
ed: to bo full of Interest, and at the 
same time most instructive. Capt. 
Dobbin Is home on short leave from 
the 14th Battalion, Royal Montreal 
Regiment, and being' a bombing offi- 
cer was able to discuss bombing In a 
most capable manner. 

Bombs were first used, Capt. Dob- 
bin said, by the Spanish In 14S5, and 
they were the chief object of use in 
fighting until the advent of the mod- 
ern long range, flat trajectory rifle 
In 1900. At Port Arthur the Japan- 
ct e again demonstrated to the worlu 
the extreme usefulness of bombs. Im- 
mediately they were taken up by all 
governments, but as soon dropped by 
all except the Germans. The Ger- 
mans used bombs extensively since the 
war began, and then it was but a 
short time until the British Govern- 
ment begun the manufacture of bombs 
on a large scale. 

In the early stages of the war jam- 
pots, gas pipes, etc., filled with nails, 
wire and everything available, were 
ut-ed. Now, however, bombs are made 
of types to meet ail conditions, and 
tire used more extensively than ma- 
chine guns or rifles. 

In bombing any position the whole 
is exactly duplicated several thous- 
nuu yards behind the front line, und 
the exact location found from aerial 
p"jtugruphs. Tho whole attack Is 
then rehearsed In every detail. Faces 
are then blackened and each bomber 
starts out with an ample supply ot 
tombs. Prececdlng the bombers go 
men with rifles, attached to which Is 
a flash-light. When a German Is en- 
countered the light is flushed in his 
fuce, Which momentarily blinds him, 
und ths bayonet Is used without dc- 
luy or hesitation. So perfectly do the 
loen know how to proceed that the 
whole uttack is completed In about 
five minutes. 

The work of "cleaning out" the front 
line trenches is a most Important 
item. The Germans usually occupy- 
ing the high ground construct dup- 
outs 20 to 40 teet underground, an 1 
as each contain from 10 to 20 men 
thfy would become a menace. Aftor 
being given one chance to come out 'if 
the dug-out bombs are thrown int>: 
thed ug-out. Before giving the men . 
cl ance to come out, a barb wire is 
si retched across tho door. Then the 
Germans cannot rush out and over- 
come the two men with bayonets whj 
are waiting outside. They are obliged 
to either crawl under the wire or get 
over. In this position one man tackles 
the German with the steel of his bayo- 
net, and the other quickly tears oft his 
coat, braces and belt. In this way 
the prisoners cannot escape, since 
both, -hands are needed. The prison- 
ers are escorted till such a point Is 
reached at which the fire of the en- 
emy is felt, and then they are allowe.l 
t.i make their way as quickly as pos- 
sible through their own artillery bar- 
rage. This prevents all means of es- 
cape for to retreat or stop will most 
lil ely mean death. 

Once a section of the trench is tak- 
ci, what is called "blocks" are buhl I 
et each end of the section it traverses. 

When a part of our line Is harass- 
ed hy machine gun fire, smoke bombs 
are thrown out all along our line. 
Then six or more bombing parties un- 
der cover of this veil advance toward 
the machine gun emplacement. A 
few bombers can take advantage of 
shell holes, and bomb the enemy out, 
und when this is done the whole Une 
can advance. 

For one advance smoke bombs were 
thrown on a front of IS miles prior 
to an attack on' Loos. Flares cannot 
bo used as signals, as they are too 
uncertain and slow. Everything is 
t'one by means of the watch at a de- 
finite appointed time. 

Grenadiers, or bombers, are chosen 
from men whose ages are between 19 
and 2T>. and those that have been in 
athletics. A bombing party starting 
)jt to "clean up" a trench generally 
consists of two men with bayonets 
who go first Following them are two 
enrriers, the N.C.O. in chartre next, 
two more carriers, and lastly two 
snipers. Transporting bombs is a 
very important Item. Back of the line 
they are transported in lorries. Then 
by service waggons and finally car- 
ried on mules or by hand to the front 
line. During one attack, 9,000 Bnt- 
:sh infantry were engaged carrying 
bombs to the front line. A bomb, 
when it explodes, will clear an area 
oi all existing objects, or beings for a 
space of 12 to 14 yards In diameter. 
An ordinary bomber can be relied up- 
or to hurl the bomb 3B yards, but 70 
yards Is not at all an uncommon dis- 
tance. In addition to the hand gren- 
ades, several other types are used. A 
particularly useful method adopted Is 
to fire bombs from rifles. This la 
done by removing the cartridge from 
s shell and fire this blank charge. A 
rod is screwed Into the end of the 
bomb, and this rod is inserted in the 
muzzle of the rlfle|. One type can be 
shot a distance of 180 to 240 yards, 
while the latest or Newton Rifle Gren- 
ade goes 380 to 450 yards. 

Capt. Dobbin then spoke of the ef- 
fect of chlorine. One part of chlorine 
in 5,000 of air will make a. man suc- 
cumb In five minutes. Smaller pro- 
portions than this leave dastardly ef- 
fects on the lungs, which is bound 
to tell upon the constitution. Phos- 
gene is the latest concoction of the 
Germans. This attacks the heart In 
a fearful manner; the greatest dan- 
ger lying in the fart that one does 
not feel Its effects Immediately. On 
attempting to do any work, however, 
men drop dead hy tens and hundreds 
If the persons Infected can lie on their 
backs for two days. It is found they 
have almost completely recovered. 

Speaking of the nervousness of new 
troops under fire, Capt. Dobbin ex- 
plained how easy It was to quiet them 
down during a bombardment. He 
closed with a short story that had been
